12 o According to informant the soldiers of the border guard have stopped 

receiving special pay and are now selected from the infantry* 

13, Informant visited the airdrome at Tirana in July 1949; he reports that, 
at that time, there was only one airplane at the airdrome, and it was of 
a type unfamiliar to him. There has been no work done for the improve- 
ment of this airdrome. 

14. Informant had drilled on the airfield at Korce, and he reports that this 
airfield has been completely ruined and is unfit for landing any aircraft* 

15 & In February 1950 informant visited the airfield at Gjinokaster. lie says 
that it has been abandoned and sheep are grazing there. There v/as no 
building of any kind at that airfield, and there were no airplanes there 
at the time of his visit. 

1G. Informant added thsfc there is a Soviet colonel with each Division of the 
Albanian Army, but he has no contact with the troops. 
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
